WASHINGTON, March 5.—Grover Cleveland Is 


again president of the United States. Eewas 
inaugurated a few mlnutea after 1:30 yesterday 
in the presence of a vast multitude ol people 
gathered from all pans of the country. The 
oath of office was administered by Chief Justice 
Fuller, supreme Judge of the highest tribunal 
In all this broad land. It was a bltak and 
dreary day for such a ceremony, but all the 
torrents of tbe weather did not avail to keep 
away from the capltol the crowds of visitors 
who for a week have been Hooking into the 
city to witness this culminating act of th» 
democratic grand triumph.

Behind her trooped the Stevenson , 
party with its numerous bevy of fresh-faced 
girls. The crowds recognized Mrs. Cleveland 
at first view, and shouted loudly and long. 


Tho snow ot the morning had ceased to fall, ! 


but the wiud was shifting to the northwest 
whence come ti cutting, icy blast, straight from 
Nova Scotia. Tne norther caught the snow 
and blew It In blinding clouds Into tho crowd.

MY FBTiLow-CrnzENS:—In accordance with 
the mandate of the people of my country I am 
about to dedicate myself to thoir service under 
he sanction of a solemn oath. Deeply moved 
jy the expression or confidence and personal 
attachment which has called me to this service, 
[ am sure my gratitude can make no better re- 
turn than the pledge I now give before God and 
snese witnesses of unreserved and complete 
devotion to tho interests and welfare of those 
who have honored me. 
, . , 
I deem It flttinsr on this occasion, while indi- 
cating tho opinions I hold concerning public 
questlona of present Importance, to also briefly 
refer to tbe existence of certain conditions and 
tendencies among our people which seem to 
menace the Integrity and usefulness of their 
i o v ernnieu t. 
While every American citizen must contem- 
plate with the utmost pride and enthusiasm 
the growth and expansion of our country, the 
sufficiency of our institutions to stand against 
the rudest shocks of violence, the wonderful 
thrift and enterprise of our people, and tbe 
demonstrated superiority of our free govern- 
ment it behooves us to constantly watoh for 
every symptom of Insidious Intimity that 
threatens our national vigor. 
The atroDR man who In the confidence of 
sturdy health, courta-the sternest activities ot 
life and rejoices lu the hardihood of constant 
labor, may still have lurking near his vitals 
the unheeded disease that dooms him to iud- 
aon collapso. It can not be doubted that our 
stupendous achievements as a people and our 
country's robust strength have given rise to a 
beodlessness of those UWB governing our na- 
tional health, which we can no more evade than 
human life can escape the laws of Goo and no- 


Manifestly nothing Is more vital to our su- 
premacy as a nation and to the beneflclent pur-. 
poses of our government than a sound and 
stable currency. Its exposure to degradation 
ibould at onco arouse to activity the most en* 
lightened statesmanship; and the danger Of 
deprecation in the purchasing power ot the 
wages paid to toll should furnish the strongest 
incentive to prompt and conservative caution. 
In dealing with our present embarrassing 
•Itufttlon, as related to this subject, we will be 
wise If we temper our confidence and faith In 
our national strength and resources with 
tbe frank concession 
that 
even these 
will 
not 
permit 
us 
to 
defy 
with 
Impunity the inexorable laws of finance and 
trade. At the some time, in our effort* to td- 
lust tha diflerencea of opinion we should befree 
from Intolerance or Mission, and our Judgments 
•hould be unmoved by alluring pbrases and on- 
vexed by selfish interests. I am confident that 
Buch an approach to the subject will result in 
prudent and effective remedial legislation, in 
we meantime, so far as the executive branch ot 


the governmentis concerned, none of the powers 
with which It Is invested will be withhold when 
their exercise is deemed necessary to maintain 
our national credit or avert financial disaster. 


Closely related to the exaggerated confidence 
in our country's greatness which tends to a dis- 
regard of the rules of national safety, another 
danger confronts us, not less serious. I refer 
to the prevalence of a popular disposition to 
expect from the operation of the government 
special and direct Individual advantages. The 
verdict of our voters, which condemned the In- 
justice of maintaining protection for protec- 
tion's sake, enjoins upon the people's servants 
the 
duty 
of 
exposing . and 
destroying 
the 
brood 
of 
kindred 
evils 
which 
are the unwholesome progeny of paternalism. 
This Is the bane of republican Institutions and 
the constant peril of our government by the 
people. It degrades to the purposes of wily 
craft the plan to rule our fathers established 
and bequeathed to us as an object of our love 
and veneration. It perverts the sentiment of 
our countrymen and tempts them to a pitiful 
calculation of the sordid gain to be derived 
from their government's maintenance. It un- 
dermines the self-reliance of our people and 
substitutes in Its place dependence upon gov- 
ernmental favoritism. It stifled the spirit ot 
true Americanism and stupefies every en- 
nobling trait of American citizenship, 
The lessons of paternalism ought to be un-'- 
learned, and the better lesson taught that while 
they patriotically and cheerfully support their 
government, its support does not Include the 
support of the people. The acceptance of this 
principle leads to a refusal of bounties which 
burden the labor and thrift of a portion of our 
citizens to aid Ill-advised or 
languish- 
ing enterprises in which they have no 
concern. It 
lea&s also to a 
challenge 
of 
wi Id 
and 
reckless 
pension expen- 
diture, which overleaps the bounds of grate- 
ful recognition of patriotic service and prosti- 
tutes to vicious uses tho people's prompt and 
generous Impulse to aid tttose disabled in thoir 
country's defense. 
Every thoughtful man must realize the im- 
portance of chocking at its beginning any ten- 
dency In public or private station, to regard 
frugality and economy as virtues which we may 
safely outgrow. The toleration of this Idea re- 
•ultsln the waste of the people's: --------- ' 
their chosen servants, and encourages ______ „_ 
Ity and extravagance In the home life ot our 
countrymen. 
Under our scheme of government the waste 
of public money is a crime against the citizen, 
and the contempt of our people for economy 
and frugality in their personal affairs deplora- 
bly saps the strength and sturdlness of our na- 
tional character. 


It Is a plain dictate of honesty and good gov- 
ernment that public expenditure should be 
limited byrpubllo necessity ( and that this should 
be measured by the rules of strict economy; 
&nd It Is equally clear that frugality among the 
people Is the best guaranty of a contented and 
strong support of free institutions. 


One mode of the misappropriation of public 
funds la avoided when appointments to office, 
Instead of being the rewards of partisan activ- 
ity, are awarded to those whose efficiency prom- 
ises a fair return of work for the compensation 
paid to them. To secure the fitness tind com- 
petency of appointees to office, and to remove 
from political action the demoralizing madness 
forspotlB, clvil-servlco reform lias found a pjaee 
In our public policy and laws. Tho benefits al- 
ready gained through this Instrumentality and 
the further usefulness It promises, entitle it to 
the hearty support and encouragement of all 
who desire to see our public service well per- 
formed, or who hope for the elevation of po- 
litical sentiment and the purification of pulit- 
loal methods. 
The existence of Immense aggregations of 
Idndred enterprises and combinations of busi- 
ness 
interests 
formed 
for 
the 
pur- 
pose of limiting 
production and 
fixing 
prices, 
is 
inconsistent 
with 
the 
lair field which ought to bo open to every.. 
Independent activity. Legitimate strife in 
business should not bo superseded by an en- 
forced concession to the demands of combina- 
tions that have tho power to destroy; nor 
should the people to be served lose tue benefit 
of cheapness which usually results from whole- 
some 
competition. 
These 
aggregations 
and 
combinations 
constitute 
conspira- 
cies against the 
interests of the peo- 
ple, 
and 
In 
nil 
thotr 
phases 
they 
are unnatural and opposed to our American 
sense of fairness. To the extent that they can 
be reached and restrained by federal power, 
the general government should rolleve our citi- 
zens from their Interference ana exactions. 
Loyalty to the principles upon which our 
government rests positively demands that 
the 
equality 
before 
tho law which 
it 
guarantees 
to 
every citizen 
should- be 
justly 
and 
In 
good falta 
conceded 
In all parts of the land. The enjoyment of this 
right follows the badge of citizenship wherever 
found, and unimpaired by race or color, it ap- 
peals for recognition t* American manliness 
and fairness. 
Our relations with the Indians located with- 
in our border Impose upon us responsibilities 
we can not escape. Humanity and consistency 
require us to treat them with forbearance, and 
in our dealings with them to honestly 
and 
considerately regard 
their 
rights 
and Interests. Every effort should be made to 
lead them through the paths of civilization and 
. education to self-supporting and Independent 
citizenship. In the meantime, as tho nation's 
wards, they should be promptly defended against 
tbe cupidity of designing men find shielded 
from every Influence or temptation that retards 
their advancement. 
The people of the United States have decreed 
that on this day the control of their govern- 
ment In Its legislative and executive branches 
Hhall be given to a political party pledged In 
the moit positive terms to tho accomplishment; 
of tariff reform. They have thus determined 
In favor of a more Just and equitable system of! 
federal taxation, Tho agents they hove chosen 
to carry out their purposes are bound by their 
promises , not loss than by the command of their 
masters, to devote themselves unremittingly to 
this service. 


TV tile there should be no surrender of princl< 
pie. our task must be undertaken wisely and 
without vindlotlveness. Our mission la not 
punishment, but the rectification of wrongs. 
If, in lining burdens from the dally life of our 
people, we reduce Inordinate and unequal ad- 
vantages too long enjoyed, thla Is but a neces- 
sary incident to our return to right and Jus- 
tice. If we exact from unwilling minds acqui- 
escence In the theory of honest distribu- 
tion of the fund ot governmental beneficence 
treasured up for all, we but insist upon a prin- 
ciple which underlies our free institutions. 
When we tear aside the delusions and miscon- 
ceptions which have blinded our countrymen to 
their condition under vicious tariff laws, we but 
show them how far tbey have been led away 
from the paths of contentment and pros- 
perity.

proclaim that

necessity for revenue 
to 
support 
tho 
government furnishes the only justification 
for taxing the people, we announce a truth 
so plain that its denial- would seem to indicate 
the extent to which Judgment may be Influenced 
by familiarity with perversions of the taxation 
power; and when we seek to reinstate the self- 
confidence and business enterprise of our citi- 
zens, by discrediting an abject Independence 
upon governmental favor, we strive to stimulate 
these elements of American character which 
support the hope of American achievement. 
Anxiety for the redemption of tlie pledges 
which my party has made, and solicitude for 
the complete Justification of the trust the peo- 
ple have reposed In us, constrain me to remind 
those with whom I am to co-operate that wo 
can succeed ID doing the work which has been 
especially set before us only by the most sin- 
cere, harmonious and disinterested effect. 
Even if insuperable obstacles and opposition 
prevent the consummation of our task, we shalt 
hardly be excused; and If failure can be traced 
to our fault and neglect we may bo* sure the)' 
people will hold us to a ewlft and exacting ac- 
count utility. 
The oath I now take to preserve, protect and 
defend the constitution of the United States, 
not only Impressively defines the great re* 
Bponslblllty I assume, but suggests obedience 
to constitutional commands os the rule 
by

be guided, I shall, to the best of my ability 
and within my sphere of duty, preserve the 
constitution by loyally protecting every grant 
ol federal power ft contains, by defending all 
its restraints when attacked by Impatience and 
restlessness and by enforcing its limitations 
and reservations la favor of the states and the 
people. 
i Fully Impressed with the gravity of tbe duties 
that confront me, mindful of my weakness, I 
should be appalled if It were my lot to bear un- 
aided the responsibilities which await me, . 'I 
am, however, saved from discouragement when 
I remember that I shall have the support and 
the counsel and co-operation of wise and patri- 
otic men who will stand at my side In cabinet 
laces or will represent the people in their leg- 
lative halls, 
I find also much comfort in remembering 
that my countrymen are just and generous, ana 
In tlie assurance .that they will not condemn 
those who by sincere devotion to thoir service 
deserve their forbearance and approval. Above 
all, I know there is a Supreme Being who rules 
the affairs of men and whose goodness and 
mercy have always followed the American peo- 
ple; and I know He will not turn from us now 
if we humbly seek His powerful aid.

times stated the more forcible passages of his 
oration. Ha spoke without notes and turned' 
from one part of the assembled crowd to the 
other, sometimes aaflresslng the multUudt) In 
front ot the stand and tnen again turning .to 
the side and addressing himself more particu 
larly to the people on the stand.

At the conclusion of tils remarks Mr. Oleve- 


Und turned around to the chief Justice, who 
woa attired in the rotes of his office, to taket&a 
oath prescribed by the constitution. Chief- 
Justice Fuller and the other persons near to th« 
president removed their hats, and with bared 
heads listened to the taking of the oath ot 
office, which wu pronounced- by Chief-Justice 
Fuller in a clear voice, Mr. Cleveland assenting 
to it by bowing his head and kissing the Bible. 


The oath of offlc* taken by the president is 


the constitutional oath and reads as follows: 
"I do solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the United 
States, and will, to the best of my ability, pro- 
tect and defend the constitution of the United

The Bible used In the ceremony was given 
President Cleveland by his mother forty-nine 
years ago. It was brought to the capltol by 
Edwin F. Beeth, of Michigan, and delivered W 
Mr. James McKlnny, clerk of th'e supremo 
court with a meaaage from Don M. Dickinson, 
stating it was Mr. Cleveland's wish that the 
chief Justice use the book in the ceremonies. 


After th« dellrary of the Inaugural addron 
President Cleveland and ex-President Harrison 
retired to the chamber, repairing at once to 
Mr. Morton's private room. Here a lunch was 
ready. After the lunch and a few mlnutea 
spent 'In chatting with those present, Mr. 
Cleveland and Mr. Harrison emerged from the 
room. As they buttoned up their coats and 
started toward the basement stairs, Mr. Har- 
rison said to Mr. Cleveland, laughing: "W» 
will go to the White House and turn things 
over to you," and the two central figures ot 
yesterday's American quadrennial' exhibition 
tripped as lightly as boys down the marbli 
stairway and gained their carriage. 


The troops, who had been stamping their 


feet endeavoring to keep warm, formed In line, 
audit 2:10o'clock,and after the usual riding 
about of the orderlies, the line of proces- 
sion - was started. Gen Martin, grand marshal, 
leading the way, followed by his staff. At the 
senate wing of the capltol the marshal and hla 
aides baited until President Cleveland and Mr. 
Harrison could enter carriages and take their 
places In the Una of pro cession. 


The guns at Fort Myer, at Washington bar- 
racks and at the navy yard thundered out a 
peal of salute when Mr. Harrison left the 
White House, and again when President Cleve- 
land took the oath of office. 


The 18,000 souls, more or less, patiently waited 


the approach of the presidential party to tbe 
reviewing atand In the grounds of the White 
House, who probably will never forget tha 
experiences of the day. A ttaarty cheer greeted 
Mr. Cleveland's appearance on the reviewing 
stand, and the ahouts redoubled as he took his 
place In the conspicuous projection ot tho 
structure, where he stood during the parade. 
He was soon followed by Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. 
Stevenson, Mrs. Lamont and the other ladles 
who had been with the preildentlal party all 
day, 
They came at a moment when tho crowd 


was Interested In the passing .troops, and their 
presence was unnoticed. Tbe president ap- 
peared before the multitude, and while tho 
cheers were yet sounding In his honor an aide 
of the grand marshal, stationed opposite the re- 
viewing stand, galloped at full speed down 
Pennsylvania avenue and gave the signal for 
the march to be resumed. 


The Procession. 


• The bugles sounded "Forward, march," the 
officers repeated their commands and the line 
of march was again taken up from the point 
where the head of the column had halted, op- 
posite the treasury department. 


Mr. Cleveland saluted the national flag when 


it passed him. He also bowed to personal 
friends In tha parade. He stood on the stand 
in the faoe ot the howling wind, not seeming 
to mind the cold and the waves of drifted snow 
that were whirled In his face. His overcoat 
was buttoned tightly about his throat. During 
the whole time the parade was passing Mr. 
Cleveland stood in one position and carefully 
scanned tbe lines of marching men, 


A huge white blanket was sent out shortly 


after the procession began passing, under the 
folds of which Vice-president Stevenson and 
Chairman Harrity made themselves compara- 
tively comfortable. .Towards evening tho la- 
dles of the party retired from the stand and 
did not return. 


But the enthusiasm of the multitude In the 


vicinity of the reviewing stand was not half 
vented until Gen, Fitzhugh Lee made his ap- 
pearance at the Ifend of the third division. The 
ovation that had been given all along- tbe routef 
of. the parade, apparently reached Its highest 
point as he baluted tho new president. Cheer 
followed-cneer, and the throng on the stand 
Joined In the demonstration. The shouts irera 
taken up with renewed vigor when the presi- 
dent returned Gen. 'Lee's salutation, and long 
after the ox-governor had passed the echo ot 
cheers in his honor cnmo to those of the presi- 
dential party.' 


When Qov. Peck of Wisconsin dofled his hat 


to the president renewed cheering greeted him 


The first grand division passed the reviewing 


stand at 5:16 o'clock exactly., Just at this tlmi 
a large number of Pennsylvania militiamen 
who had withdrawn from the parade and teen 
allowed to break ranks came down Pennsylva- 
nia avenue towards tho reviewing stand and 
pushing through the lines of policemen gath- 
ered under Mr. Cleveland and crowded thd 
stand In such a manner as to prevent the lead- 
Ing organizations of the second grand division 
from passing. 


Col. William Dickson, chief marshal of tha 


division and tho members of hts staff, were 
disorganized by the mob and for a while II • 
looked as tf the forces would trample down 
some of the too curious soldiers. Fortunately, 
however, the police succeeded in clearing the 
line of march, and In so doing arrested a sol- 
dier for alleged disorderly conduct. The po- 
licemen started with their prisoner on a run 
for a neighboring potrol wagon. When tho 
comrades of the arrested man saw him in tho 
custody of the officers they made a rush as If 
to attempt n rescue. Ib looked for a few 
minutes as though a formidable riot was Immi- 
nent, but the determined action of a number of 
policemen in keeping back the crowd and the 
Intervening linos of organizations that were 
passing, prevented any serious consequences 
and the prisoner was whisked off to tho station. 


Gen. 
Josiah Porter, adjutant general of tho 


national guard of the state of New York, with 
a mounted staff, rode at the head of the second 
grand division. One of the features of tho pa- 
rade was the Tammany hall society 'of New 
York. Gov. Flower and staff, who rode In car- 
riages, were enthusiastically cheered all along 
tho line. When the governor reached the presa 
stand be responded to the applause which 
greeted him by rising In his carriage, lifting 
his hat and bowing a number of times. Again, 
as he passed the presidential stand, he stood 
erect in his carriage and bowed to the presi- 
dent, 
. 
. 
Than came the assembly district organiza- 


tions headed by their respective chiefs. No 
one wbo witnessed tue marching of tho power- 
ful Tammany society In review before Presi- 
dent Cleveland yesterday could entertain any 
reasonable doubts of the sincerity of their re- 
spective greetings. When the last of the district 
organizations had passed they turned about 
and made a rush for the presidential stand. > 


A thousand more crowded around It, and with 


tbe greatest enthusiasm cheered him roundly. 
A squad of mounted police, however, soon had 
tho way clear and the procession again moved 
forward. 


Chicago was represented by the Iroquois club 


and the County. Democratic Marching club. 
The Iroquols had with them the famous Pull- 
man band. 


The shadows of night were beginning to fall 


when the Cleveland Democratic club of Buffalo 
passed tho stand. Marching proud and erect, 
with their uniform black top coats and silk 
nato, they made,an appearance tbat did credit 
to the president's hprne. Every head was bared 
as the contingent went by to tbe strains of 
"Annie Laurie." 


The members of the Duckworth club of Cin- 


cinnati headed the procession with a company 
of regulars, and the members of the Young 
Men's Democratic club of New York brought 
their umbrellas to military attention and sa- 
luted.(he president as they went by the stand.

Thei scene was fairy-like, the scent of flowers, 
the combined radlenoe of myriad electric 
globes, the dainty blending of green and gold 
and white, sparkling fountains, perfect har- 
mony ot musical instruments which was to 
many unsurpassed in Uste, will be carried for 
many yean In the minds of those who wit- 
nessed It. Fancy a chamber nearly 100 yards 
In length, more than forty yards In breadth

From the top 
of one the magic name "Cleveland" blazes In 
electricity, from the other "Stevenson" shines. 


The ball had been in progress for sometime 


before the presidential party arrived. Many 
persons of distinction from all parts of the 
country formed the throng that passed through 
the lour great doorways of the building and 
made merry in the ball room. It is estimated 
that 12,000 people attended the ball, but only a 
small proportion of these took part in the 
dancing. 


Tho throng was too great to admit of freedom 


in the waltz and ghottlsche and polka and the 
pressure about the square sets waa so Intense 
that revellers were given but little space for 
their .evolutions. Mr. E. B. Hay, chairman of 
the committee on Inaugural ball and prome- 
nade, was Boor manager, and each of the twelve 
sections into which he divided the ball room 
was In charge of an assistant. Chairman Hay 
had his station near the orchestra and he 
communicated with his aides by means of 
electric, signals.

A NIGHT OF TERBOB. 


Two Hundred Houses in the Town ol 


Sandgnte Destroyed by a Ziandelide. 
LONDON, March 0.—Late Saturday 


niffht the people of Sandgate, County 
of Kent, were aroused by the rocking 
of the houses and loud rumblings un- 
der ground. Walls split, ceilings fell, 
foundations sank and roofa fell. As 
the inhabitants fled to the streets they 
found large rents In the ground and 
were almost overcome by noxious va- 
pors. Everybody supposed that the 
town was being shaken by an earth- 
quake and as the rumbling continued 
hundreds fled in a panic to the nearest 
towns, 


On investigation it was found that 


the ground on which Sandgate stands 
had sunk several feet, and that a less 
subsidence had extended throughout 
the surrounding district, affecting in 
all about a square mile. Many cot- 
tages had been wrecked completely, 
and the better built houses had been 
cracked and thrown out of plumb so 
that they could not be occupied with 
safety. Nevertheless a great number 
of the inhabitants returned to the town 
before morning. Bet ween Band a o'clock, 
however, they were frightened away 
by turther subsidence and by the re- 
appearance of the rumblings. These 
were repeated during the day. 
As far 


as known no lives have been lost 


The disaster was caused by a land- 


slide. The town Is built upon a com- 
paratively low cliff close to the sea. 
The waves are believed to have under- 
mined the cliff, which then settled and 
slipped toward the water, carrying 
with it the town. Two hundred houiM 
were destroyed.

At Molena, in Pike county, a church, 


an academy, planing mill, two stores 
and several residences were blown 
down. Five lives were lost—a white 
woman named Mrs. Fell and four ne- 
groes.

A patriotic 
address in this country with Lincoln anc 
bis patriotic 'service to the country 
omitted amounts to an insult to tbe 
memory of Lincoln, and an American 
who could stoop to snob a thing will care 
little for the Lincoln feature of the 
gavel, 


PBBSIDBNT CLETKLJIND in his message 


asks tor fair treatment ot the nations 
Indian wards, but has little concern to 
fair treatment ot bur nations colored 
citizens. Wo have taken the country 
from the Indians by war and chicanery 
and owe them fair treatment of course 
but on the other hand we took the col 
ored race from bis own country brough 
bin here withont his consent, and en 
slaved him.

"Paternalism" and "Tariff Reform.' 


It is to be deplored that Presiden' 


Cleveland, with all his reputation for 
supposed independence, either laokei 
iuo cosraji ir political honesty to be fair 
with the yCt.-lc in his inaugural address 
In this respect b , does not compare fa 
vorably with bis predecessor, who never 
dealt in ambiqnities. The people were 
never at a loss to formulate an opinion 
as to what he meant. Tola comes from 
the fact that Mr. Harrison represented a 
party that baa the courage of its convic- 
tions, while Cleveland represents a psrty 
that works for power by indirection. On 
the two main questions that concern the 
people at this time the Democratic patty 
ii divided and Mr, Cleveland failed to 
exercise the conrage to talk plainly about 
them.

And b* then proceeds to farther befog 
be minds of the people by the use ot a 
new word with which to bait the public 
luring hie term ol office—the word "pa- 
ternalism." 


Whet i» "paternalism," as applied to 
he general government? Prior to 1860 
t was "State Sovereignty," and it was a. 
belief in that dogma that led South 
Carolina to nullify the tariff laws of (be 
federal .overoment, and later on led the 
Jouth to secede from the Union. In de- 
nying the power ot the Federal govern- 
ment they denied what Cleveland now. 
calls iti "paternalism." 


After the war When the Federal gov- 


ernment, under the Bepnbfiean party,: 
attempted to give the states B republican 
'orm ot government, the same people 
modified their demand for state sover- 
eignty to "Home Bale," which was a de- 
nial of the right ot the government to 
enforce Federal law in the states. Mr. 
Cleveland's "paternalism" belongs to the 
same crop, but is disgaiset) to deceive 
:he people as to its true meaning. Mr. 
Cleveland says: 


The verdict rf our voters which con- 


demned the injury of maintaining pro- 
teoiion for protection's sake enjoins 
upon the people's servants the doty of 
destroying the brood of kindred evils 
which ere the unwholesome progeny of 
paternalism. 


What is paternalism in the Cleveland 


lexicon? It is national legislation for 
the benefit ot the people. If the enact- 
ment ot protective tariff laws ia "pater- 
nalism," the enactment of revenue laws 
is no lees "paternalism," and yet be says 
in defining "paternalism:" 


I refer to the prevalence of » popular 


disposition to expect from tbe operation 
of the government especial and direct 
individual advantages. 


This is precisely what the people have 


a right to expect, This is what the 
Democratic party promised tbe people in 
the campaign, and it was upon this prom- 
ise that Mr, Cleveland was elected, anc 
it ia rank cowardice and reckless dishon- 
esty to hide behind an ambiguity as en 
excuse for the adoption of a bad policy 
It is no less "paternalism" to enact laws 
in relation to inter-state commerce 
bankruptcy, elections, divorce, lotteries, 
and so on, than it is to enact laws in re 
lation to tbe tariff and finances, The 
government ia not an imperial thing, an 
entity outside the people, as Cleveland 
assumes. Lincoln said it was "of the 
people and for the people and by the 
people," There is no "paternalism" abon 
its acts. It is the people acting tor 
themselves by their representatives and 
they act for themselves and in their own 
interests and it is useless for Mr. Cleve- 
land to attempt to confuse tbe public 
mind on this matter. The Republicans 
believe that a protective tariff ia best for 
the people, The Democrats have de- 
clared that protection is not only bat 
but unconstitutional, and the result of 
the election gives the Democrats author- 
ity to try their policy for the benefit o! 
the people, and they do not want Mr 
Cleveland to begin harping about pater- 
nalism. 
What thsy want is lor Mr 


Cleveland and his party in plain English 
to go to work and carry out the Demo 
cratio platform and campaign declare 
lions in relation to the tariff. 


Immigrant Law. • 


Senator Chandler's immigration bil 


which was characterized by Mills 01 
Texas as a bill for the defeat ot the Dem 
ooratio party was passed and receivec 
the president's signature daring tbe 
closing hours of congress. The bill pro- 
vides that steamship companies must 
prepare and authenticate at the port~o 
depnrtnre lists ot their emigrant pasaen 
gate, containing full information concern 
ing them, and deliver them upon nrriva 
to immigrant inspectors instead of trans 
ferriug such passengers to the control o 
the inspectors wholly undocumented 
Doubtful questions concerning tne right 
of an immigrant to admission shall be 
decided after special inquiry by four offi 
oials subject to an appeal to the secretary 
of the treasury. The bill also increases 
by three the excluded classes of aliens as 
follows: Those that are over 16 years o 
age that are illiterate; cripples; blim 
persons or others physically imperfect 
unless they oin show satisfactorily thai 
they will not become a public charge 
and persons belonging to societies which 
favor or justify the unlawful destruction 
o! property and lite. This is a good law 
as far us it goes, and if according to Mills 
it is calculated to hurt the recruiting 
ground of the Democratic party, it ongh 
not only to hurt it but the party ongh 
to be forced out of business.

Our entire 
profits, which will be large, will be handed 
over as frequently as possible to the town 
authorities with the understanding that 
they will be used for the purpose of re- 
ducing tbe taxation of the town.
